Rabbits, in the LD50 and single-dose studies will be monitored constantly for 
signs of toxicity for 1-2 hours following drug administration; Then observed at ‘A 
hour intervals for several hours, then at 1 hour intervals for a total post-injection 
observation period of 4-6 hours. If any signs of toxicity are observed after the 
drug is administered the animals will be observed more frequently. In our 
experience signs of toxicity are usually seen within 1 hour of the drug 
administration. 

In the sub-chronic studies the animals are weighed Monday through Friday and on 
the weekend if weight loss is observed on the previous 2 days. The animals may 
show normal weight loss for 1 -2 days because of the time of their bodily 
functions or amount of food consumed and the time the animals are weighted. 

Principles and Methods of Toxicology, 4* Edition, Ed.: A. W. Hayes, 2001, p. 
865-866 which lists ‘Common signs and observations in acute toxicity tests’ 
which is used when monitoring the animals.

Toxicity studies are requirements for FDA approval for the administration of 
newly developed drugs in humans. Rabbits and rats were chosen as models to 
provide a maximum amount of information for a minimum number of animals 
used. The two species selected usually respond at different dose levels and can 
elicit different effects. This provides added assurance of picking up possible drug 
side effects, which could result upon the administration of the drug in man. 

The acute studies involve rabbits and rats receiving a single injection of the test 
article with signs of acute toxicity being noted. Animals in the higher dose

groups may experience shock or convulsions of short duration, prior to recovery 
or death. The animals are observed during this critical period. However, if 
convulsions do occur, it is necessary not to interfere as recovery is often possible . 
After the injection and a fourteen (14) day observation period, the animals are 
sacrificed. Blood is drawn for a testes/ovaries and uterus are removed and 
weighted for statistical comparison. The organs are then prepared for histological 
evaluation by a pathologist. An LD50 is calculated at the end of the study, if 
appropriate. 

The acute study in the rats and rabbits may involve an LD50 on the new 
compound in order to observe toxic effects at different dosages. This is required 
in the testing of new drugs to observe these adverse effects. Some acute and 
subchronic studies involve no adverse effects to the animals. The animals are 
observed for signs of toxicity after the injections and throughout the study. The 
animals are weighed to compare possible weight gain/loss between the test and 
control group.

Pused 1,498 hamsters in experiments on scrapie research. The nature 
of these experiments included pathogenesis studies, genetic analyses, bioassays and production 
of high titer material for biochemical analyses. In some of these studies, particularly the 
bioassays and production of high titer material, animals stay until clinical disease is established 
with certainty. The human counterparts of scrapie include Creutzfeldt- Jakob disease and 
Gerstmann-Straussler syndrome. These diseases are characterized by dementia and ataxia. 
There is no indication that pain or stress is associated with the clinical symptoms. 


We require animals for scrapie work because there is no other way to bioassay for scrapie 
■ infectivity and because the yields from tissue culture systems are too low to provide sufficient 
material for biochemical or molecular biological studies. Furthermore, except for a few studies 
on neurotransmitters, tissue culture systems cannot be used for pathogenesis or genetic studies or 
for the production of large quantities of infectious agent. For this reason we require the use of 
laboratory animals. 

The incubation period in scrapie and associated diseases is long, with most of the period 
asymptomatic. In our studies we assess the health status of animals on a weekly basis from 
approximately 60% through the incubation period to the conclusion of the experiment. In 
bioassays, most genetic studies and production of high titer material we must be certain that 
anim als are positive for disease. We establish positivity by observing two consecutive positive 
scores for hamsters. Animals are euthanized within a few days of the final positive score. This 
ensures that the only demonstrable clinical changes are ataxia, inactivity, and in some cases, 
somnolence.
